with KSA Engineers, Inc; Reynolds, Smith, and Hills, Inc; and Atkins North America, Inc for the 

2015 ABIA Architectural and Engineering Services RL in the amount of $3,000,000 for a total 

contract amount not to exceed $13,500,000 divided among the three firms.

c) Authorize negotiation and execution of a contract with Transnorm System Inc., for 

Transnorm baggage handling system conveyor parts and maintenance training, for a term 

of five years in an amount not to exceed $2,225,000.

(Note: This procurement was reviewed for 

subcontracting opportunities in accordance with City Code Chapter 2-9D Minority 

Owned and Women Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program. For the goods 

and services required for this procurement, there were no subcontracting opportunities;
